One of the most successful pro- 
jects for international understand' 
ihg is the East -West Center loca- 
ted on the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii at Honolulu. 

. This unique facility, supported 
by annual federal appropriations, 
has been established primarily 
to promote cordial relations and 
understanding between our Nation 
and the entire Far East. 

More than 8,600 American and 
Far Eastern students have parti- 
cipated in the educational and 
cultural .exchanges since the East- 
West Center was established in 
1961. Today, representatives from 
( some 30 nations of tiie Far East 
"Including Taiwan7"T7aos7^ Soulli 



Vietnam," Indonesia; 'Indiar Thai- 
land, and other countries arc 
learning firsthand about .our Na- 
tion, These foreign students also 
are providing American schol- 
ars with in-clcplli understanding 
of their respective countries. One 
or the major activities of the East- 
West Center is to train teachers 
who can expand. the educational 
opportunities of the young people 
in the lesser-developed nations of 
the Far East. . 

Also of special significance is 
the emphasis on vocational train- 

.. ing and the exchange of techno- 
logical information. While such 
activities arc quite removed 
from the "ivory lower" of many 
Involved in higher education, the 
mass benefits which flow from 
such programs roach many thou- 
sands who will never taste the 
luxury of graduate or even under- 
graduate college life. 

Much of the difficulty which 
our Nation has encountered ' in 
its relations in the Far East as 
well as in other .areas such as 
Africa, Latin America, and even 
Eastern ' Europe car? be directly 
attributable to a lack of under- 
standing of the cultures, langu- 
ages, and habits of the peoples in 
those areas. While the East-West 
Center concentrates primarily on 
the Far East, t ho < significant con- 
tributions of this Center indicate 
that similar regional centers for 

' ' educational and , cultural -ex- 
change- would serve important 
purposes. 

In urging renewal of support 
for the East-West Center 1his year. 
Senator Hiram Fung of Hawaii 
concluded his statement by quot- 
ing an ancient Chinese adage: 
*' 'If planning for one year, plant 
rice.

"The greatest hazard is created 
when rain water or snow is allow- 
ed fo collect in an unused pool," 
advises Grigo, a technical consul- 
tant in the Council's home depart- 
ment, liven a few inches of water 
arc enough to drown a small 
child. 

;. Here arc . some pointers from 
the Council on how to make your 
poo! safe during the months it's 
not in use, and to make il winter- 
proof, loo. 

First, drain the pool. To pre- 
vent water from collecting during 
the winter, make sure that the 
valve on the drain -slays open, 
and that debris covering the drain 
opening is cleared off at regular 
intervals. If you use a pump to 
gcLthc3vater__oul,_yqu _may need 
to activate it periodically to pump 
out water that has collected in 
the pool. 

If you have a cover for your 
pool, keep it in place during the 
off-season.

About Exciting Trip

"Greece is a rocky country but 
wc saw tobacco, tomatoes, olive, 
fig and. peach trees growing and 
there was an abundance of goats. 
The people of Greece were quite 
westernized and very friendly. 
The men were too friendly and 
followed the, young girl tourists 
chanting "I love you, I love you." 
They were actually more aggres- 
sive than the Italian men. . 
"Quite a few people in Greece

Chris was a member of a Fore- 
ign Language High School Tour 
Which visited Austria, Greece, 
Israel and Italy. . 

Chris said good-bye to family 
and friends on .July 18 and didn't 
gel home again utuif Aug. 23. She 
flew to Philadelphia and . went 
sight-seeing there for a day and 
left next afternoon for Vienna via 
Austria Capitol Airlines. 

"11 was the biggest jet I've ever 
seen, said Chris— "it carried 250 
people— -all students, We made 
the trip in nine hours and it was 
a smooth ride. Some of the kids 
were a little bit scared at first- - 
but managed to relax before the 
trip was over. 

"Wc" arrived in Vienna— and it 
was raining. We toured the sum- 
mer castle of a former Kmperor- 
-aiid went walking in (lie rain. 
„seeingJhc_sights_!rhe_pcoplc_were 
very friendly and the hoys were 
niee—nol aggresive like the 
Greeks and Italians." 



archaeological groups digging— 
and there many college students 
assisting in these projects. In titer 
museums, we saw many beauti- 
ful artifacts from the past— mostly 
sculptured items dating 2QU0 
years before Christ. They were 
beautiful. 

"Temperatures averaged in the 
tw's during the day and it was 
pleasant, but .hot humid. There 
was always a breeze. Wc went 
swimming in lhc Aegean and 
Mediterranean and the water was 
so clear we could see down 10 
feet. There didn't seem to be 
any water pollution problem in 
Greece, We visited many of the 
Greek islands where Greek city 
girls spend their summers." 
Chris continued, 

"The mayor of Alliens gave a 
reception for our group. He gave, 
a speech, and it sounded like a 
lot: of propaganda to me. He tried 
lo explain Ihc recent exile of the 
Greek 'King. He tojd us students 
lo go home and tell America that 




it was done for the good of the 
people, ' , 

vPood in Greece? Well if you 
liked. olive oil, you were in luck. 
I didn't and everything was pre- 
pared in olive oil— fish, hamburg- 
ers with rice -and tomatoes, but 
there was lots of watermelon, figs, 
etc. 1 didn't like lhc french fries 
in olive, oil. Most' of us drank 
"Fix" an orange carbonated pop 
or water with our meals. Goat's 
milk was on the menu— but it 
didn't sound too appetizing. 

From Greece, Chris flew lo Tel 
Aviv. Tel Aviv was a beautiful 
and modern city, according to 
Chris, and quite different, from 
the Old Jerusalem which they 
visited. They arrived in Old 
Jerusalem at 4 a.m. and were en- 
thralled at the sight of the beauti- 
ful old walls* of Jerusalem which' 
were lit up In the early morning 
hours. 

"Our group stayed at Rilz Hotel 
and wc learned that the Israeli 
army spent six days in this hotel, 
during the recent War. 

"We visited the Dead Sea and 
went swimming. The water was 
25% salt and when you tried to 
stand, you just floated. We visited 
the Museum of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls and went to Bethlehem 
and Nazareth. 

"White in Old Jerusalem, a 
little boy started talking to us antl 
invited us lo his home. Wc walk- 
ed down dirty streets and came to 
a courtyard door which we were 
led through; The courlyard-wasso 
clean and beautiful— thai wc were 
surprised. The liltle boy was a 
member of an Arab family and 
he had thought wc were English, 
When the father learned wc were 
Americans, he said : "I'm sorry, 
but-I-cahnot-lcUyou-iitay -in my 
house." After talking to him JTor 
awhile, he become very friendly 
and hospitable. He served us turk- 
ish coffee which 1 loved. 11 was 
quite spicey. This Arab gentleman 
declared that the country belonged 
ito _ lh"c _ Arabs — fop 3000~years _ and 
should rightfully belong to (hem 
now. He did not feel that it should 
be divided and insisted thai Israel 
should be Arab country. 

"At the Wailing Wall, we saw 
many crying and "wailing"; Wc 
met a tccii age' Jewish girl, 
"Karen". She said: "This is- Jew- 
ish land, and wc will fight for it 
to our death." Next month she 
was going to lake her turn at ser- 
ving in the army. 
. "The pcoplo«nf Israel were! very 
friendly and hospitable. 

While we were in Jerusalem, 
three bombs were dropped on the 
city— but none of us were injured. 
The day after wc lelt Tel Aviv, 
lhc new war started and all tour- 
ists were evacuated. 



"Wc witnessed an historic 
moment in Rome as while wc were 
having our papal audience, it. was 
announced that Russian troops 
had invaded Czech Slovakia. There 
were many Czechs in the audience 
and wc witnessed their various 
reactions. to this sad news. Some 
cried— others . prayed! 
* "The catacombs in Rome which 
dated back to the first century 
A.D. were a series of caves and 
tunnels underground. Here the 
early Christians mcl, lived, wor- 
shipped' and buried their dead. 

"Pinching on the part of men 
in Rome was made illegal", said 
Chris but some of the policemen 
still pinched the girls. The Italian 
boys were quite amusing. They 
would drive their little cars onto 
(he sidewalks and offer girls rides 
and proposals of matrimony. 

"We visited Florence and were 
enthralled with the art museums, 
and wc even saw some Rembrandt 
originals. I bought an art reprod- 
uction by Lippi, one of my favor- 
ites. 

"Rome was a beautiful eily--and 
(lie people took such pride in their 
buildings and fountains. Wc visit- 
ed the coliseum, the Appiau Way 
and saw lhc ancient Roman aqua- 
ducts. 

"This trip gave me a marvelous 
education— I learned more in svx 
weeks than you can imagine, and 
visiting ail of these places broad- 
ened my ideas on 'the world and 
people tremendously. The tour
